—(#>)—Hundreds of pounds 
of dynamite exploded pre- 
maturely 
at

quarry of the Lehigh Port- 
land Cement compay four 
miles north of Easton today, 
killing at least 31 men and 
shaking the countryside for miles 
around. 
Investigators said the death toll 


may reach thirty-two. 
The explosive was stacked on 


trucks and on the ground around 
the rim of the pit. Most of those 
killed were eating a mid-morning 
lunch nearby when the blast let 
go with devastating force about 


, 9:30 a. m. EWT. 
/ 
Sixteen other men were at work 
*,ln the bottom of the pit and es- 
-' caped injury. 
The blast was felt as far away 


as fifty miles. Windows were shat- 
tered in homes and buildings In an 
eighteen-mile area. 
Company officials discounted the 


possibility of sabotage. 
Fourteen children In grade school 


half a mile from the scene were 
injured slightly by flying 
glass 


from broken' windows. Only two 
were detained in an Easton hos- 
pital, 
however. 
Together 
with

marched calmly from the building

teachirn. 'ho gave first aid to the 
Injured in the school yard. 


Leonard Sabatlno, owner of a 


coal company just across a high- 
way from the cement plant, said 
"bodies were strewn all over the 
place. It was a terrible sight." 


Wives and relatives of the work- 


ers—some crying; others hysterical 
—crowded into a plant 
building 


not far from the quarry to await

twenty-five tons of dynamite had 
been assembled In the quarry for 
a major blasting operation that 
was to have blown away one entire 
side of the quarry. 
Parts of some bodies were hurled 


300 yards. 
It was not until four 


and a half hours after the accident 
that officials were able to announce 
a list of the dead. 
Among those killed was George 


M. Hadesty, Jr., 49, of Allentown, 
Pa., veteran explosive expert of 
the Hercules Powder Company. He 
had gone to the quarry to super- 
vise the blasting. Also killed was 
Raymond E. Garnett, of Wilming- 
ton, Del., a powder expert also em- 
ployed by'Hercules. 


Eleven-year-old 
Lconore Hagley 


of Easton, one of the children in 
the school building said "it seemed 
like all the windows fell at one 
time." 
"The whole building shook," she 
said. "We all covered our eyes so 
the glass wouldn't blind us. We 
didn't know what happened." 


Mary Koch, proprietress of a ho- 


tel about a quarter of a mile from 
the quarry, said the explosion "just 
lifted me out of bed, covers and all 
and dumped me on the floor."

Chief Warden W. E. McKlnney 
called the class to order and ac- 
knowledged his

I Gas Attacks. . 


Major Lee said gaa attack* were 


usually 
launched 
from 
bombs, 


shells, or low-flying planes, and 
ordinarily would be preceded first 
by high explosive shells, then ln- 
cendtarles, and the gas would come 
to prevent any effort on the part 
of the population of the stricken 
area to return to normalcy. He 
stated the target 
of the 
enemy 


would likely determine the type 
of gas used and the method of at- 
tack, and said both individual and 
collective 
training, 
especially of 


decontamination unit*, was imper- 
ative. 
Case* are distributed 
In gas, 


liquid or solid forms according to 
the speaker, with phosgene and 
chlorine In vapor form; mustard 
and Lewisite as liquids, and Adam- 
site and dtphenylchlorarslne, both 
tear passes, a* solids. 


Grouping the menaces 
by the 


portions of the body affected, skin 
and lung irritants were first listed, 
then the tear gases, and those that 
affected the entire system. Odors, 
treatments, decontamination, etc., 
were presented as outlined on page 
40 of the Handbook for Air Raid 
Wardens. 
Ho also mentioned smoke screens 


which were usually a zinc com- 
pound, sulphur trloxide, or tlttan- 
ium tetrachlorlde. The most prob- 
able Incendiaries were listed 
as 
white phosphorus and thermit. 


Gas masks were listed as Instru- 
ments to prevent the gases enter- 
ing the lungs, while the 
special 
rubber lied clothing was effective 
against other types. 
He warned 
there was a danger of contamina- 
tion when the clothing was re- 
moved and said about an hour was 
all the suits could be worn because 
of the intense body heat. 


Home Medictno Chests.
